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GOES OVER HIS VETO. 


UNIVERSAL GAS DEAL PASSES IN 
SPITE OF MAYOR HOPKINS. 


His Honor Sends In a Stinging Message 
Disapproving of the Doubtfal Ordi- 
nance, but “ Little Mike” Ryag Rallies 
His Cohorts and the Veto Is Downed= 
Two Additional Aldermen Fal! Into 
Line for the Gas Scheme=Coughlin and 
McGillen Vote Against Hopkins. 


„Little Mike“ Ryan piloted the Universal 
gas ordinance through the Council last even- 
ing, over the Mayor’s veto, without a break 
in the line, In fact he had two more votes 
to pass the ordinance over the Mayor’s veto 
than he had last Monday evening, when he 
put it through the Council. Ald. Coughlin of 
the First Ward, who voted against the meas- 
uro a week ago, voted in the affirmative last 
evening, and Ald, McGillen, whe was absent 
at the previous meeting, was- on hand and 
voted yea. This made fifty-three votes for the 
ordinance and fourteen votes against it, Ald. 
Mann being absent. Ald. Hepburn and Ald. 
Kerr, who were absent at the time the ordi- 
nance was considered before, were present 
*last evening and voted in the negative. Mayor 
Hopkins probably presented as strong a veto 
message as was ever read in the Council. He 
vetoed the message outright and then sug- 
gested thatif it passed, notwithstanding his 
veto, it should be amended in certain partic- 
ulars, and he offered these amendments so 
that the Council had no excuse for not insert- 
ing them in the ordinance. The vote was as 
follows:

Ald, Stanwood and Chapman explained 
their votes, claiming they voted for the ordi- 
nance on the ground that portions of their 
wards were without gas. The result was 
reached after a littlo speechmaking season, 
in which Ald, Kent made a fierce attack on 
the ordinance, supported by Ald. Jghn 
O’Neill and a not very aggressive speech by 
Ald. Madden. Ald. Ryan and MeGillen de- 
fended thé action of the majority and the lat- 
ter was bitter in his condemnation of the gas 
trust. There is reason, however, for the be- 
lief that the gas companies are back of the 
measure. C. K. G. Billings and William J. 
Campbell, one of the attorneys of the gas 
companies, each had a. conference with Mr. 
Hopkins yesterday and it is learned on 
trustworthy authority that neither was ag- 
gressive in his opposition to the measure, but 
talked for the veto in a perfunctory manner. 
It is also learned on trustworthy authority 
that they left the impression on Mayor Hop- 
kine that they would rather see the Universal 


feated.. Ald. Smith, who talked so boldly 
Sunday night about voting to sustain the 
Mayor, voted for the passage of the ordi- 
nance, notwithstanding the Mayor gave good 
reasons why it should be defeated. Ald. 
Howell also voted to pass the ordinance. 
Ald. Ryan, after the Council proceedings were 


the backers of the new company. 
Mayor Hopkins’ Veto. 


Several communications from the Mayor 
had been read before the veto of Mayor Hop- 
kins was reached. The message was as fol- 
lows: 

To the Honorable the City Council of the City 
of Chicago—Gentlemen: The granting of a fran- 
chise to a gas company to tear up all the streets 
and public places in Chicago is a matter of the 
greatest importance. It involves not only most 
serious inconvenience to our citizens but also a 
pecuniary loss which may amount to many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. It also involves 
the price of a commodity of general consumption 
and of almost universal use by rich and poor. 
The subject demands, therefore, the most careful 
and painstaking consideration at the hands of 
the municipal authorities. 

The ordinance passed by your honorable body 
the 16th inst. granting the Universal Gas com- 
pany the right to construct and maintain gas 
works in the City of Chicago is, in some impor- 
tant particulars, an improvement over the ordi- 
nance which contemplated a similar franchise 
for the Metropolitan Gascompany. But while 
a few of the suggestions contained in my veto 
message of Feb. 14, 1894, have been embodied 
in this later ordinance, many others have not 
been incorporated, and, in my opinion, the ro- 
strictions therein imposed upon the company do 
not sufficiently guard the mghts of the people in 
several essential points. 

There is, however, another reason imperatively 
prompting me to withhold from this ordinance 
my executive approval. The company seeking 
this franchise has been organized with a pre- 
tended capital stock of $5,000,000. The law re. 
quires the prior subscription of the entire cap- 
ital stock in good faith asa condition precedent 
to the legal. organization of a stock company, 
and ordinary prudence dictates that a fifty 
years’ franchise of this magnitude should not be 
granted to a company with fictitious capital. 
The most persistent inquiries on my part, how- 
ever, have failed to ascertain a single capitalist 
who would father this company. And the records 
disclose that with the exception of a few shares 
the entire capital stock has been subscribed by a 
lawyer's typewriter Under such circumstances 
I deem it my duty to return to you the ordinance 
without my approval. 


Watered Stock Condemned, 


It is the lawless organization of so many quasi- 
public corporations upon watered stock, the at- 
tempt to earn and declare dividends upon mere 
wind, and the consequent extortions practiced 
upon the public; the combination of many of 
these lawless corporations into powerful trusts 
and the polluting by them of all public life from 
the humblest town board to the highest councils 
of the Nation, which forms one of the chief 
causes of the discontent now prevailing among 
the masses of the American people. 

Jam mindful of the fact that the existence of 
an unlawful trust among the companies nowsup- 
plying ourcity with gas has not only been a mat- 
ter of common notoriety for many years, but has 
lately been judicially established in the most 
solemn manner by a decree of the court. Any 
measure which proniises to give our people cheap 
gas and at the same time contains sufficient 
guaranties of good faith and proper safaguards 
in the matterof the restoration of streets de. 
serves to be encouraged.. li your honorable body 
should, therefore, be in possession of that reliabl 
information as to the good faith of the promoters 
of this enterprise which I have been unable to 
obtain then the ordimance should at least be 
amended in the following particulars: 

1. The City Council should have the power to 
compel the extension of the pipes of the com- 
pany into any block, one-half of which is im- 
proved with buildings.

pensation should inure to the city. It seems to 
have been cunningly framed so that by charging 
only 90 cents instead of $1 the company could 
entirely escape payment of all compensation, 

Another palpable trick in the framing of this 
section will become apparent if the language em- 
ployed to limit the price of gas is closely exam- 
ined. as it limitéthe price of such gas only as will 
be “flowing through any main pipes, feeders, or 
service pipes laid by said Universal Gas company 
or by its authority.” 

The ordinance nowhere prohibits the purchase 
and use by this company of existing pipes or 
pipes that may hereafter be laid by other com- 
panies and acquired by this company. and a» to 
all such gas which may be all that will ever be 


furnished by it, the limitation of price would not 


apply at all. 
I submit to your consideration in lieu of this 


clause an amendment fixing the maximum price 
for illuminating gas at 90 cents and for fuel 
gas at 75 cents and providing compensation to 
be paid to the city at the rate of 8% per 
cent upon the gross receipts, the same per- 
centage now paid to the city by the 
old gas companies. If this company is to be 
honestly organized it will have no waterad 
stock, and therefore will not have to pay divi- 
dends on a fraudulent stock issue. Consequently 
it will be able to sell gas at least 10 cents cheap- 
erthan the old companies will have to doin 
1897 and thereafter, under their contract with 
the city, and still make large profits out of 
which to pay the usual compensation. If gas 
can be furnished to the people of Cleveland, De- 
troit, Wheeling, and other smaller cities at 90 
cents why can it not be done in Chicago? 5 
Gus- Making May Improve. 

This ordinance grants a license for the period 
of half a century. If we comtemplate the 
achievements of science within the last half 
century we are justified in assuming that at some 
day, during the life of this franchise, such im- 
provements in the manufacture of gas will be de- 
vised as will make its production possible at a 
largely reduced cost. The amendment herewith 
submitted will protect the city in such a case, 
and at the same time do full justice to the stock- 
holders of the company. 

8. The clause insuring the building of gas 
works should be amended so as to require an out- 
lay of at least $250,000 in one year, and of at 
least $1,000,000 in three years. What the 
people want is effective competition and 
not a franchise for sale to the trust 
after a small outlay for new works. This 
observation will appear particularly pertinent if 
you consider that the ordinance before me con- 
templates the acquiring of gas-works already ex- 
isting. And to insure good faith a deposit of 
$100,000 in cash or bonds seems an extremely 
liberal provision. 

9. The section relating to the formation of a 
trust is entirely inefficient. Trusts are but rarely 
formed by the selling out of the entire plant or 
the entire capital stock, but much oftener by the 
combination of majority holdings. The amend- 
ment submitted is but in conformity with a prec- 
edent heretofore established by your honorable 
body on my suggestion. 

10. The provision contemplating the ultimate 

purchase by the city of the plant of this com- 
pany should be amended so as to limit the pur- 
chase price to the actual value of the plant, irre- 
spective of the lue of this franchise or any 
other hereafter to be granted to the company. 

11. The provision relating to delay caused by 
legal proceedings should be modified by the 
usual clause requiring notices to the Corporation 
Counsel. 

I have caused the above suggestions to be em- 
bodied into carefully prepared amendments, 

to your.consider- 
ation. Respectfully, Joux P. Horns, Mayor. 
“Little Mike” Starts the Ball. 

Ald. Ryan was on his feet before the Clerk 
had completed the reading of the veto message 
—which did not receive the undivided atten: 
tion of the Council, by the way—ready to ad- 
dress the Chair. As soon as the last word 
had dropped from the Clerk’s lips Mr. Ryan 
called out: 

„% Mr. Chairman.” 

There was a brief silence for a moment, and 
as no one else was on the floor Mr. Hopkins 
was forced to recognize Mr. Ryan, who moved 
that the vote by which the ordinance was 
passed be reconsidered. This prevailed, and 
Mr. Ryan moved that the ordinance be passed, 
the Mayor’s veto to the contrary notwith- 
standing, and took his seat. Ald, Kent was 
recognized by the Chair, and said: 

Mr. Chairman: | take it from the motion 
made by the gentleman [Ryan] that the intention 
is to pass the ordinance regardless of the amend- 
ment presented by his Honor, the Mayor. I am 
free to say that even were the amendment sug- 
gested by the Mayor adopted I should then vote 
against it. I am against granting ordinances of 
this character to any company or corvoration, 
The promoters of this ordinance on the floor of 
this Council refuse to give the names of its back- 
ers. and we donot know whether they have the 
financial ability to carry out its provisions. It 
has been impossible to get the names, and his 
Honor, thé Mayor, says he, too, has been unable 
to get names. If that be the case, then it is evi- 
dent that there are no persons of capital or means 
back of this ordinance. It is the intention, ap- 
parently, to pass it for the purpose of barter and 
sale to the highest bidder, and for that reason I 
vote in the negative. 

Ald. McGillen made an onslaught on Kent, 
who, he said, had the President of the gus 
trust for a constituent, which, he thought, ex- 
plained the Alderman’s position. He de- 
clared the reason the names of the backers 
were not given was because of a fear the trust 
might purchase the competition before the 
ordinance was passed, and, although he was 
usually with the Mayor, he regretted he was 
unable to agree with him on this measure, 
and was in favor of the passage of Ald, Ryan’s 
motion. 

Madden's Remarks. 

Ald. Madden said the Council for years had 
passed gas ordinances which were intended to 
furnish the people with cheaper gas und the 
gas trust with competition. These, he main- 
tained, had been without effect. He spoke 
against tearmg up the streets, and said this 
would be more expensive to the people than 
the amounts that would be saved by the pas- 
sage of additional gas franchises. He spoke 
of the present arrangement with the gas com, 
panies, and said the price would continue to 
decline from year to yeur. He also said the 
city was receiving 314 per cent on the gross 
receipts of the companies now doing business, 
and this revenue amounted to $190,000 or 
$200,000 a year. He said it would be many 
years before the benefits of an ordinance 
passed now would be obtained by the people, 
and held that the Aldermen did not know 
whether it was $1 gas or 90-cent gas they 
were voting for. 

Ald. Ryan again replied that the ordinance 
was presented to put down the plundering 
trust. As soon as it was passed he promised 
to give the names of the backers, who he de- 
clared were honest men. They were men of 
means and ability to carry out the project 
and build works. He knew the trust had 
friends in the Council, but he hoped the peo- 
ple, tov, who had been suffering, had also 
friends enough to pass the ordinance. 

Ald, O'Neill of the Thirty-fourth Ward said 
that in the history of the Council, as far back 
as he remembered it, the speeches in 
favor of the ordinances were the 
same and bore the same expressions. 
Gas ordinances, he declared, seemed to be on 
tap for the benefit of the Council, They are 
lifted up like a keg of beer and then bottled 
up into the gas trust, As an example, he cited 
the Economic, Mutual Fuel, and Hyde Park 
ordinances, Ali of these were passed to com- 
pete with the trust, and each in turn after lay- 
ing a few miles of pipe was bottled into the 
trust. One of these companies even had to 
go so far as to have the Superintendent of the 
trust to lay its pipes. To the honest mem-

Wasutneroy, D. C., July 23.—Immediately 
after the adjourament of the Senate today 
there was a conference of the Democratic 
leaders of that body in the room of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. Among those were 
Senators Gorman, Brice, Cockrell, Harris, 
Ransom, and Blackburn, comprising most of 
the Democratic steering committee. The 
Senators had a long talk, and when they de- 
parted no conclusion had been reached as to 
the best way out of the present delicate posi- 
tion in which the majority find themselves. 
The proposition for a caucus was discussed, 
and some of the Senators thought it wou'd be 
wise to have a general conference of Demo- 
cratic Senators before any step was taken, or 
a vote was had on any of the pending pfopo- 
sitions. The matter of calling ~a-caucus 
was left» for further considera- 
tion, and will no doubt be discussed 
among other Senatofs, and their views aecer- 
tained as tothe advisibility of taking such 
action. 

It is understood that a number of Senators 
desire to say something on the subject of the 
tariff conference report, and wish to express 
themselves publicly before any definite steps 
be taken for the disposal ol the bill or send- 
ing it hack to conference. Senator Vilas will 
insist upon his motion striking out the one- 
eighth of a cent differential on sugar, and sev- 
eral Senators will hold that it is incompetent 
to instruct the conferrees to recede from any 
portion of an amendment as though it were 
an entire amendment. The point will be 
made that the conferrees can be instructed on 
any item by the Senate. 

Secretaries Greshain, Lamont, and Smith 
and Postmaster-General Bissell were in con- 
ference withthe President at the White House 
this evening.

CHICAUWGO BUILDING BIEL TIED UF. 


No Effort Being Made to Secure a Day for 
Ite Consideration, — 

Wasuineron, D. C., July 23.—[Special.}— 
It does not look very promising for a day 
being set apart by the House of Representa- 
tives to consider the needs of Chicago in re- 
gard to its public building. An effort has 
been made by members of the Congressional 
delegation, irrespective of party ties, to have 
the Committee on Ruies designate a day when 
this subject could be taken up in accordance 
with a recommendation made by the Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings and Grounds, but 
thus far the effort has been a failure. As if 
further to complicate matters, Chairman 
Bankhead of the Public Builumgs commit- 
tee has gone home to look after his district, 
and the indications are that he will not 
return to Washington during this session 
of Congress.

tee and are upon the House calendar. Noth- 
ing can be accomplished in the direction of a 
rule for a committee unless the Chairman of 
the committee takes interest enough in the 
matter to go before Speaker Crisp and the 
other members of the Committee on Rules 
and endeavor to secure the needed order. 
Messrs. Reed and Burrows of the Rules com- 
mittee have frequently expressed their will- 
ingness to dull that lies in their power to 
accomplish such a result for Chicago, but

MORE TROUBLE AT THE METROPOLE. 


Service of Papers Causes a Call for Police 
* to Be Sent In. 

The Hotel Metropole, Michigan avenue and 
Twenty-third street, which passed into the 
hands of a receiver Saturday, came near be- 
ing the scene of a conflict between Deputy 
Sheriffs and the police last night. The dry- 
goods firm of Schlesinger & Meyer. through 
their ‘attorneys, Moran, Kraus & Mayer, 
had sworn out a writ of attachment for 
$5,400. and Isaac Mayer, accompanied by 
two Deputy Sheriffs, went to the hotel to 
serve the papers on Mr. Raymond, 
the receiver. Mr. Raymond had 
heard such a move was  contem- 
plated, and when the Deputy Sheriffs 
and Isaac Mayer served the writ, he refused to 
recognize it. After some argument on both 
sides Attorney Mayer threatened to enforce 
the writ by taking charge of the dining-room 
and not allowing it to be used for dinner. Mr. 
Raymond. in the meantime, had telephoned 
to the Cottage Grove Avenue Police Station 
for some officers, fearmg Mayer and the 
deputies would make good their threat. At 
the sight of the police and men employed at 
the hotel, Mr. Mayer and the two deputies 
withdrew and made no further attempt to 
serve the paper. 


REFUSES TO TAKE ITs BOOKS TO COURT. 


Consumers’ Gas Company Declines in a Case 
Brought by itself, 

The trial of W. L. Butler. charged with em- 
bezzling $3,450 of the funds of the Consum- 
ers’ Gas company and other companies mu- 
tually interested eame to a sudden stop in 
Judge Dunne’s court at 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, The defense demanded that the 
Consumers’ Gas company produce its stock 
certificate books in evidence, for the purpose 
of showing to whom the money alleged to have 
been stolen belonged, This was refused. 
Judge Dunne ruled that the books must be 
produced, and gave the prosecution until 10 
o'clock this morning to bring in the books. 
It was said at the adjournment of the court 
that the books would not be produced, as they 
would reveal the membership of the company, 
which is not desired. 


GOV. TILLMAN WILL DEFY THE COURTS. 


He Proposes to Reopen the State Dispen- 
‘sagies in Spite of the Judiciary. 


Coraia, S. C., July 23.— [Special. — For 


several days Gov. Tiliman has been threaten- 
ing on the stump to reopen the dispensaries 
despite the fact that April 19 last the Supreme 
Court declared the 1892 law unconstitutional. 
Gov, Tillman declared the decision meant ab. 
solute prohibition. Today, after a canvass of 
the counties of the State as to whether they 
would sustain his action or not, he issued a 
proclamation declaring the 1893 law still in 
force and fizing Aug. 1 as the date for open- 
ing the dispensaries. Good lawyers say he 
lays himself liable to impeachment. A new 
Justice, a Tillman man, goes on the Supreme 
Bench the 28th inst., and Tiliman relies on 
him and the other Tillman Justice to réverse 
the former decision.

intelligible syllable, The doorkeepers, under 
the active command of “ Diek Bright, en- 
forced the rules strictly. No one was allowed 
to stand or sit in the aisles of the galleries and 
the doors were kept closed throughout the 
entire session, Elegantly dressed ladies talkly 
fought for admission. They were allowed 
to enter only one at atime, when some weaker 
sister on the inside gave up and retired 
to seek relief from the oppressive atmosphere. 
In the front row of the diplomats’ box Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, the British Minister, ac.

whole session, listening eagerly to the tre- 
mendous indictment of the President until 
he, with the rest of the great crowd, was fairly 
driven away when the Senate suddenly went 
into executive session. The Chilean Minister 
sata few seats abeve him and followed the 
proceedings with the utmost erness, ap- 
parently taking mental notes which yet may 
be acted upon eating some fiery debate in 
the Legislature of the South America 
“ Yankee land.” 


Scores of House Members Present. 


On the floor of the Senate when the proceed - 
ings began almost every Senator in the city 
was in his place. The House had found itself 
unable to maintain a quorum, and its mem- 
bers were attracted to the Senate chamber by 
an irresistible desire to listen to the indict- 
ment to which they were codefendanfs in the 
distinguished company of the President of the 
Unit States and the Secretary of the de- 
pleted Treasury thereof. They crowded into 
every corner of the chamber, and when Sen- 
ator Gorman found it necessary to arraign 
the House he had only to stretch out his hand 
and it was almost in the faces of a dense pack 
of Representatives, who had come in from 
what he witheringly called the other place. 
ae actual proceedings were singularly sim- 
ple. 

After the usual amount of routine busi- 
ness Mr, Gorman was recognized by precon- 
certed arrangement as soon as Senator Voor- 
hees had formally called up the tariff report 
from the House. The opening portion of 
Senator Gorman’s address was a general 
exordium showing the necessity of tariff legis- 
lation, and the extent of the intorests at stake. 
The singular part of his address, a synopsis of 
which is given elsewhere, was when he began 
with all the formality of a lawyer pleading his 
ease to introduce evidence showing that the 
President and Secretary of the. Treasury had 
been consulted in reference to the com- 
promise made on the tariff bill in the Senate 
and had consented to it without reservation. 
The first bit of evidence was an apparently 
official interview with Secretary Carlisle 
printed April 30,in which the Secretary de- 
clared himself unreservedly in favor of the 
bill as amended by the Senate. This bit of 
evidence was much too important to be 
trusted to the careless reading of a clerk, and 
so Mr. Gorman handed the paperto Senator 
Cockrell of Missouri, who read it with a per- 
fect elocutionary emphasis on the salient 
points. 

Vest Called to Testify. 

The next proceeding which showed that 
Gorman was terribly in earnest and that he 
was prepared to resort to the most extrt.ordin- 
ary means to establish his position was call- 
ing upon Senator Vest, who had charge of the 
tariff bill in the Senate, to state under what 
auspices he had conducted the bill to its final 

ssage. The Missouri Senator stood up at 
bis seat for all the world like a witness on the 
stand, except that there was no uplifted hand; 
no preliminary oath. He declared with the 
earnestness characteristic of him that he had 
not seen the President since the agitation over 
the silver bill, but that he had been assured 
that the man in the White House favored the 
Senate bil) as it was remodeled from time to 
time. Certainly he knew that the Secretary 
of the Treasury had frequently been in the 
committee-room and that most of the amend- 
ments had been submitted to and approved 
by him from time to time. The Senator had 
learned for the first time of the President's 
determined opposition to the compromise bill 
whew the famous letter was read in the House 
of Representatives. 

Continumg this remarkable course of pro- 
cedure Senator Gorman called on Senator 
Jones of Arkansas to take the floor, Mr. 
Jones’ remarks threw a perfect flood of light 
upon the process of manufacture of the Sen- 
ate bill. He explained that when the Finance 
committee bad considered the bill carefully 
and found that it could not possibly pass the 
Senate he had undertaken on his own motion 
to adjust the differences, He gathered to- 
gether all the amendments necessary to pla- 
cate every Democratic Senator and submitted 
the entire batch to the Secretary, who went 
over each one and promised to urge the com- 
promise on the President. Subsequently 
Senator Jones saw President Cleveland him- 
self, explained the situation fully, and received 
his positive assent to the terms of the compro- 
mise, Coal and iron were on the dutiable list 
when the President saw them. 

Vilas’ Blundering Questions. 

This startlmg testimony, in view of the 
President's letter wherein he stated that it 
would be perfidy to put a duty on coal and 
iron; was too much for Mr. Vilas, the recog- 
nized champion of the administration. After 
Mr. Jones had finished the Wisconsin Senator 
asked in an excited manner whether coal and 
iron had ever been mentioned in the conver- 
sations between the President and Senator 
Jones. This was an unfortunate question, 
and the ex-Cabinet Minister put his foot into 
it then if he never did before in his life. Mr. 
Jones had bean quiet before as became u 
mere witness. Now he was aroused and 
thundered back, to the very evident delight of 
all the Democrats in his vicinity: In every 


„Conversation I had with the President coal 


and iron were distinctly mentioned.“ 

While this was going on Senator Harris of 
Tennessee, the President pro tempore, yield- 
ed the chair to Senator Faulkner and was at 
his desk ready to be called as the next wit- 
ness. He declared that he had seen the Presi- 
dent twice and that on each occasion the 
Executive had in so many words tavored the 
passage of the compromise bill, not because 
he approved it, but because it was the best 
that could be secured. Continuing this singu- 
lar method of conducting the debate Senator 
Gorman asked Senator Harris the direct ques- 
tion as to whether there was any intimation 
on the part of the President that it would be 
perfidy to put coal and iron on the dutiable 
list, Then the fiery Tennesseean folded his 
arms in his most approved dramatic fashion 
and teplied with all the emphasis at his com- 
mand—and he has a mine of it—“ No such 
suggestion was ever made to me by the Pres- 
ident, his Cabinet, or any other human be- 
ing.“ 

"This closed the direct evidence, and then it 
was that Mr. Gorman after his funny little 
spat with Senator Hill, wherein he declared 
that the New York Senator's only comfort from 
this administration had been the President's 
letter. There was a shout of laughter at this 
entirely beyond the control of the presidi 
officer, which was renewed when Senator Hill 
said. The gentleman is entirely correct in 
that proposition. 

Grover's Breach of Trust. 


Having introduced his evidence, Senator 

orman went on with his arraignment of the 

resident, and the Senate chamber was 
hushed to silence by a realization of the fact 
that the Senator from Maryland, the acknow!l- 
edged brains of the Democratic party in 
the Senate, was charging his Pres 
his former political associate with a gross 
breach of trust. When he concluded,

Senator Allison, upon being asked what he 
thought of the situation in the Senate, re- 
plied: “It is merely a clearing of the atmos- 
phere. 
or supposed all the time that this Senate bill 
has met the approval of Mr. Cleveland and 
Mr. Carlisle. This was made pretty clear to- 
Cay. I have no idea that the Senate will 
yield in this matter. If the House wants to 
pass a bill—I don’t know whetherit does or 
not—it is easy enough for it to pass one, 
It can pass the Senate bill, Any substan- 
tial change in the bill will result in its defeat. 
If the House prefers the McKinley bill it 
has a chance to have it. I cannot see how 
Mr. Wilson can be in such a terrific state of 
trepidation about the sugar schedule of the 
Senate when the billas reported by his com- 
mittee gave refined sugar one-quarter ofa 
eent a pound, witha bounty covering * 
years, and especially in view of the fact that 
the Wilson bill was a by the Presi- 
dent in his message. It has occurred to me 
as a curious thing that when our Finance 
committee on the 20th of March reported a 
duty oh coal and iron ore nobody discovered 
thata principle was violated, and they did 
not discover it until July 2, if that be the 
real date of the President's letter. 

It would seem strange, too, that during all 
this iod no breath of hostility appeared 
from the House or the Executive Mansion 
until the bill passed the Senate, or within a 
day of that tine. The President has been 
aroused suddenly to the great necessity of 
raw material, particularly coal. I take it 
that is not of such transcendéntal importance 
as would appear from the letter to Mr, 
Wilson or he would -have thought of 
it sooner and would have called the 
attention of his special friend. the 
Chairman of the Ways and Means committee, 
to the enormity that was being committed in 
the placing of a small duty on coal. If there 
was such a tremendous principle involved in 
this action and such ‘perfidy’ in putting a 
duty on coal I should not think it would have 
taken three months to have discovered it. 
Now, if there be people who have secured a 
monopoly on the coal lands of Nova Scotia 
from the Canadian Government upon a small 
royalty paid to that government, and if they 
can save 40 cents a.ton upon coal it woud 
undoubtedly be sufficient to give them a 
reasonable dividend upon any capital which 
they are likely to have invested, and itis prob- 
able that they would at least be favorable to 
free coal. 

There is another thing that is rather mys- 
terious tc me, and that is, in view of the inti- 
mate relations between the President and the 
Chairman of the Ways and Means committee 
during these three months no intimation was 
made to him of the enormity of these provi- 
sions. I was reasonably satisfied the Presi- 
dent and Mr. Wilson had been codperating to- 
gether very closely all the time, and I 
supposed the President would not have had 
any hesitation about communicati with 
Mr. Voorhees. Again, I wonder what Mr. Wil. 
son will say to his Democratic friends on the 
conference committee with whom he sat ten 
days without intimating or saying to them ir 
any way that the President regarded free coal 
and free iron as absolutely necessary to pre- 
Vent a betrayal of Democratic principles, and 
it seems to me that some one ought to talk to 
the President on this subject.

FOR POPULAR ELECTION OF SENATORS 


Representative Tucker Sanguine the Sen- 
ate Will Adopt His Resolution. 

Wasuinatos, D. C., July 23,—Representa- 
tive Tucker of Virginia, the author and 
champion of the resolution fora eonstitu- 
tional amendment to eleat United States 
Senators by direct vote of the people, whicti 
passed the House Saturday, is sanguine the 
Senate will also pass the resolution and the 
necessary three-fourths of the States will give 
their assent necessary to make it effective, 
Said Mr. Tucker: 

There will be no difficulty of getting the assent 
of the States, as there is no limit within which 
the time the Senators are to give their assent. 
When, therefore, Congress submits .the con- 
stitutional amendment to the States and ten of 
them approve it and one objects, the ten affirma- 
tive votes count in its favor, but the one nega- 
tive does not count against. That is, the State 
which has voted in the negative may try again 
the next year. Thus only aftirmative 
votes ars ecorded at the State 
partment, and when, after a series of 
years, the aflirmative votes reach three-fourths 
of all the States the Constitution is amended. 
At present, with forty-four votes, we should need 
the assent of thirty-two. The assent of fourteen 
is assured in advance, as eleven State Legisla- 
tures had formally resolved in favor of the change 
up to two years ago and three more since that 
time, California, Oregon, Indiana. Illinois, New 
York, Michigan, Kansas, Idaho, West Virginia, 
Louisiana, and Ohio are among the States al- 
ready committed. In the meantime, while the 
States are giving this assent, the amendment is 
practically in force, as many States are nominat- 
ing their Senators at State conventions. Illinois 
started the movement. Michigan has recently 
followed, and the practice will soon become uni- 
versal. Senators Palmer and Mitchell are par- 
ticularly interested in the measure in the Senate 
and have no doubt of its passage at this session 
or in the session opening in ember.

| Leaders Is Powerful and Strikes Hard. 
‘fhe hearing of Eugene V. Debs and his 
binet officers of the American’ Railway 
Union in the contempt charges brought 
against them was begun yesterday morning 
before Judges Woods. and Grosscup of the 
United States Circuit Court. The ex-Dictator, 
with his lieutehants Howard, Rogers, 

and Keliher, was brought into court at 10 
giclock. They took seats beside their at- 
torneys, W. W. Erwin, 8. 8. Gregory, John F. 
and W. A. Shumaker, Close behind the 
railing were seated Mrs. Debs, Mrs. Keliher, 
and Mrs. Rogers, the wives of three of the 
defendants, and accompanying them was 
Theodore Debs, brother of the principal de- 
fendant. In a few minutes, District-Attorney 
Milehrist, Special Counsel Edwin Walker, 
and Assistant-District Attorney Hand came in 
took their seats on the opposite side of 
thetable from that of the defendants’ counsel. 
Then Judges Woods and Grosscup ascended 
the bench and the bailiff announced that the 

court was in session. 

The court-room was packed to the doors. 
Every seat was occupied and the aisles were 
crowded with curiosity seekers and friends of 
the defendants and members of the American 
Railway Union. Judge Woods objected to the 
large crowd and ordered the aisles cleared, 
and those who were not fortunate enough to 

seats were compelled to leave. 

Mr. Walker first asked the court to call the 
cases of W. H. Overton,’ J. A, Driscoll, N. R. 
Turbin, John Phillips, and Charles E. Ander- 
gon, who had been cited to answer for con- 
tempt, under the injunction. W. H. Overton 
was the only one to appear and, on motion of 
Attorney Geeting, the matter went over until 
tomorrow. 

Mr. Gregory ther made a motion to quash 
the writ of attachment because of the in- 

cy of the supplemental information. 
The motion was laid over by Judge Woods for 
the present. Judge Woods asked ifit were 
not possible to hear the cases of the govern- 
ment and of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
V6 railroad at the same time. John S. Miller, 
on behalf of the railroad, said they were will- 
ing to adopt the court’s suggestion, but Ar. 

, on behalf ot the defendants, said he 
thought it important the cases should be tried 
separately. This was finally agreed to, the 
counsel for the various parties also agreeing 
that the evidence taken in the government 
case should also be used in the railroad case. 

Asks for a Discharge. 

The proceedings proper were begun by Mn 
Gregory asking the court that the contempt 
cases be let stand until after the trial of the 
defendants on the indictment returned 

them by the grand jury, say- 

ing the charges contained in those indictments 
were the same offenses as set up in the in- 
formation 2 is —— ag of the contemnt 
proceed i @ said in the contempt cases 
there —— appeal from the — of the 
court and should that decision be against the 
defendants they would be imprisoned untii 
thal.

Attorney Erwin then read the answer of the 
defendants, which is printed elsewhere.

He said the practice of the 

Federal Court in this circuit as laid down by 
Judge Drummond thirty years ago had been 
departed from when the defendants were 

brought summarily into court on a suit of at-

Mr, Gregory's Plea. 


At 2 o'clock Mr. Gregory continued his sr- 
ument. He read a decision of Cnanceller 
Biand of Muryland, holding that in a Fase ef 


contempt based on disobedience of an order 
of court the answer of the defendant, if t 


fully denies the charge or justities the conduc 
of the accused, the latter must be discharged 
This rule always applied, he said, in cases 
where the charge is that of crimihal contempt, 
asin the present case. In a proceecing in 
which the court could administer correcuon 
or take some action which would induce the 
a to obey its order a different rule might 
apply. Inacase like the present.in which 
the act had been done and could not be undone, 
a case for punishment simply, the answer of 
the defendants could not be traversed or 
denied. Mr. Gregory said it had not been 
shown what property rights of the govern- 
ment were involved in thealleged violation of 
the injunction. Nothing appeared in the bill 
to warrant a departure from the established 
rules of the Federal courts. He said he was 
not one of those who in supposed friendliness 
to the defendants were disposed to criticise the 
action of the court in issuing the injunction. 
He did not believe the court was trying to en- 
force the criminal statutes by means of an in- 
junction or that the court would issue an in- 
junction for any such purpose. 

The doctrine of this injunction is,“ inter- 
rupted Judge Woods, “ that it is not to be 
used to restrain crimes. Injunctions are not 
issued for that purpose, yet an order may be 
entered to restrain acts which involve crime. 
The court acted on that theory. 

Mr. Gregory, resuming, said the injunction 
restrained the defendants from preventing the 
employés by threats, intimidation, force, vio- 
lence, or persuasion from performing their 


| : ‘duties, or inducing them by threats, violence,

Denies Ambition for Centralized Power. 


They deny that it was at any time the purpose 
and object of said American Railway Union or of 
the officers or directors thereof, or of these de- 
fendants or either or any of them, to concentrate 
the power and jurisdiction of said American Rail- 
way Union under one Official management and 
direction, with power to order strikes or a discon- 
tinuance of the service of such employés at any 
time that the Board of Directors of the American 
Railway Union should elect so to do, as alleged 
in said information or otherwise, and they allege 

that by the organization of the said American 
Railway Union strikes could only be declared or 
discontinved by the vote of a majority of the 
members of such American Railway Union em- 
ployed in the service affected by any such strike 
and that the only power, authority, or office o 
the said officers or directors of said American 
Railway Union or of these defendants or either 
of them in respect tosaid matter was to notify 
the members of said American Railway Union in 
the service concerned in such strike of the action 
taken by such majority. 

Strike Was Ordered by Members, 


They deny that on the 26th or 27th day of June 
last past, or at any other time, the American 
Railway Union or its Board of Directors or 
other officers, or these defendants, or either, had 
directed and ordered the members of said Ameri- 
can Railway Union engaged in tne service of the 
lllinois Central railroad company to leave the 
service of said company as alleged in said in- 
formation or otherwise. or that at any time any 
orders were issued to the employés of the rail- 
roads mentioned in the complaint or any of them 
to leave the service of such companies, but they 
allege that on or about said time a majority of the 
members of said American Railway Union em- 
ployed upon said Lilinois Central railroad and 
upon said other companies referred to in said in- 
formation did for themselves, without any or- 
der, direction, or control of the said American 
Railway Union or of its officers or directors or 
of these défendants or either of them, voluntarily 
determine by their votes that they would strike

They deny that at said time or at- 
any time they knew that violence and unlawful con- 
duct necessarily followed from strikes of the kind 
mentioned in said information, and deny that such 
is the fact, but on the contrary allege that so far 
as said American Railway Union or the members 
thereof are concerned said strike, and ali strikes 
of a similar character, contemplate nothing more 
than the quiet, peaceable, and lawful cessation 
of work by such members when and forsuch pe- 
riods as they shall for themselves determine. 

Defendants expressly deny that they or any one 
of them did at the times mentioned in said in- 
formation, or at any other time, order, direct, ad-

NO SENATORIAL NOMINATION WANTED. 

According to the Springfieid dispatch in a 
Democratic evening paper interest in the 
Kepublican convention will largely center on 
the question of nominating a candidate for 
United States Senator. That cannot be the 
case, for the Republican party, far from being 
in a state of ferment whether Senator S. M. 
Cullom or William E. Mason shall be the 
candidate, does not want any candidate nom- 
inated, and did not send its representatives to 
Springfield for the purpose of selecting one. 
The Republican party prefers to leave that 
task to the Senators and Representatives 
whom it may elect to the next General Assem- 
bly. The call for a State convention does not 
include a Senatorial nomination. 

The Republicans of Cook County are not so 
infatuated with. Billy Mason as to demand the 
convention to nominate him for that office. 
His Senatorial qualifications have not im- 
pressed them so strongly as to make them 
favor the poliey of the convention attempting 
to dictate to the Legislature whom it shall 
send to Washington in case the Republicans 
overcome the Democratic gerrymander and 
have a majority of the Legislature. They 
know also that if the convention were to give 


‘such instructions they would not be binding 


on any member. 

The Republicans of Cook County are not 
so unfriendly to Senator Cullom as to wish 
the convention to nominate some one else, or 
so friendly as to wish it to nominate him. 
They prefer to wait, like the Republicans of 
other parts of the State, until the legisiative 
battle has been fought and won before mak- 
ing up their minds whether Mr. Cullom shall 
be given a third term asa reward for past 
services, or whether there is some other man 
in Iitinois who in their opinion can represent 
them better than the present incumbent. 

The fact is that with the exception of a few 
personal friends and of some hangers-on 
around court-houses no Illinois Republicans 


want a Senatorial nomination made by the 


State convention, for the excellent reason 
that there is no man seeking the office whose 
abilities and qualifications are such that the 
party will say with one voice that everybody 
else should get off the track for him. There 
aresome fairmen whose names have been 
mentioned. There are dark horses whose 
merits are as great as those of the persons 
who have been named. The Legislature and 
not the convention is the body constitutional- 
ly empowered to make a selection. First 
beat the Democratic gerrymander and then 
talk about a Senator will be in order. 

The convention has no authority in the 
premises. It was not called to make a nom- 
ination for Senator. That subject was not 
mentioned in the call. The duty of the dele- 
gates is to transact the business they were 
called together to transact and then adjourn. 
Then they and all other good Republicans 
will devote themselves to the task of carrying 
the Legislature. Mason will take the stump 
and so will Cullom, and so will the dark 
horses. Then if the Republicans carry tne 
General Assembly all these aspirants can go to 
Springfield and argue their case before the 
only body which has the legal power to elect. 
Even if Mason were to steal a convention 
nomination away from his absent rival or the 
lieutenants of the latter were to get the better 
of Billy, what would it amount to? The 
Legislature, and not the convention, elects, 
and the sole duty of Republicans is to carry

THE CENTRAL PACIFIC “DEBT.” 

A committee appointed May 25 in pursu- 
ance of the unanimous vote of a mass-meet- 
ing of the citizens of San Francisco has is- 
sued a powerful protest against the funding 
of the debt, about to mature, of the Central 
Pacific railroad company to the United States. 
The protest is addressed to Congress. It sets 
forth that the company is a State corporation, 
nota national one; that the utmost limit of 
its existence is fifty years, from June 27, 
1861, the date of its incorporation, and that 
under the laws of the State the extension of 
the time im which the company might pay its 
debt to the government would release the 
stockholders from all liability, whereas now 
the stockbolders are personally and individ- 
ually responsible for the debits of the com- 
pany in thé amount of stock held by each 
when the liability was incurred.”’ 

At the time when the Central Pacific rail- 
road company became the debtor of the 
United States in an amount which, with in- 
terest added, will aggregate some 77 million 
dollars, Leland Stanford, Charles Crocker, 
Mark Hopkins, and C. P. Huntington each 
held 13 million dollars of the stock. The 
protest charges that by collusion and con- 
spiracy these four men transferred a large 
amount of the assets of the company to their 
private accounts, and by such collusion and 
conspiracy they so impoverished the company 
that it is unable to meet its liabilities to the 
United States. And it claims that by such 
collusion and transfer the private fortunes or 
estates of these four men are separately and 
cullectively liable for the corporate debt of 
the Central Pacific railroad company. 

In 1861 the combined wealth of these four 
men did not exceed $400,000. When the 
road was completed in 1869 they were esti- 
mated to be worth 10 millions each, exclusive 
of their interest in the road, the unsold land, 
and the stock of the road. The report gives 
the items of 78 millions received in aid of the 
construction and equipment of the line, which 
is estimated not to have exceeded a cost of 40 
millions, the work being let by these men as 
directors to themselves as contractors, Upto 
1884 the net earnings of the Central Pacific 
were 624 millions. This amount was paid 
as dividends on the stock, and 80 per cent of 
it was paid to these four men on stock which 


large 
enabled them to sell fot peobably S5'miltlons 
45 millions of stock which had cost them 
nothing. The branch lines and feeders in- 


cluded in the system, and constructed with 


the assets of the Central, are bonded in excess 
of their value and are therefore valueless as 
security. Neatly 30 milliondollars was paid 
out on leases of lines constfucted with the 
assets of the Central Pacific for the Southern 
Pacific company of Kentucky, in which the 
four men named are almost the only stook- 
holders, and when their interests had been 
enhanced by the change the leases were 
canceled and the Kentucky concern became 
the lessee of the Central Pacific with its 
branches and feeders. 

The committee says that quite 100 millions 
of the money stolen was diverted to private 
fortunes, and not Jess than 50 millions filtered 
through the devious channels of a corruption 
fund. Nearly 2 millions were required to 
prevent government aid to Tom Scott's rail- 
road enterprise, and more than that was paid 
to the Pacific Mail Steamship company for 
maintaining a high rate of freights and fares. 
Nearly f millions was paid out for which no 
accounting. can be obtained. and the con- 
tinuous effort at controlling courts, Legisla- 
tures, and officials, the corruption of voters, 
the pollution of the . ballot-box, the subsidiz- 
ing of newspapers, the subornation of jurors 
and bribing of witnesses, the crushing out or 
buying off competition, the maintenance of 
an army of spies and detectives, espionage 
upon every man’s business, and the retaining 
of one to three attorneys in each of many 
counties, with the interminable conflicts in- 
evitable from the continuous invasion of the 
people's rights, have added many millions of 
doilars to the expense column of the corrup- 
tion fund. 

The plan as proposed by Huntington for 
„ refunding the debt is claimed by the com- 
mittee to be calculated to prevent any recov- 
ery of that debt by the United States. They 
protest against it asa plan which, if adopted, 
would keep more than 77 million dollars of 
the people’s money from being paid to the 
United States Treasury, and which, besides 
prometing their other selfish and unpatriotic 
schemes, would secure in their present wrong- 
ful possession of that sum men who for thirty 
years have been wrecking a railroad, defraud- 
ing the government, corrupting public mor- 
als, plundering and oppressing the people. and 
violating every principle of business probity, 
of law, right, justice, and public policy. 
They call attention to thedact that where col- 
lusion for the purpose of misappropriation 
and fraud is proven the lapse of time does not 
constitute a bar, the statute of limitation not 
running against the United States in such 
cases, and they ask that the government shall 
file a claim for 13 millions against the estate 
of each of the three deceased debtors, Tc 
this every honest minded man in the country 
will say Amen. 


DEBS’ STRANGE INCONSISTENCY. 

Ex-Dictator Debs has issued another of his 
tiresome and verbose appeals to the,public 
from his chosen headquarters in the Cook 
County Jail,“ the purpose of which is to ad- 
vise the public to boycott the Pullman cars 
and sit up at night when traveling. As the 
public will do as it pleases about that the ap- 
peal cuts no figure. The complaint is more 
to the point, and the complaint all through is 
based upon reduction of wages made by Pull- 
man as compared with the wages paid before 
the panic. This is the Alpha and Omega of 
Debs’ complaint. He demands the former 
Republican wages under the low wages ré- 
gime of the, Democrats. 

It will be observed in this connection that 
Debs makes no complaint of the lowness of 
the wage scale before March 4, 1893. How 
long is it since the wages became so low as to 
incur Debs’ protest and inspire Debs’ boycott 
and incite the riots of his dupes? 

It is since the Democratic party came into 
possession of the government. There was no 
complaint until after Mr. Cleveland was 
elected President and the Democrats con- 
trolled both Houses of Congress. The Demo- 
cratic platform of 1892 pronounced pro- 
tection unccnstitutional, a robbery and a 
fraud. It pledged that the Democrats 
should wipe it out if they came into power. 
They did come into power, and Mr. Cleveland 
and Mr. Wilson formulated the Wilson tariff 
bill, which slashed protection tremendously, 
leaving only enough of it to warrant a threat 
to finish it with another panic in subsequent 
legislation. It will be remembered Trimmer 
MacVeagh in his Springfield speech of accept- 
ance pledged himselt to keep on slashing the 
remnants of protection that might now es- 
cape until he had secured absolute free trade 
with Europe. 

Now. so far as is known, Debs, Keliher, and 
their assistants and Sovereign and his assist- 
ants were active and energetic agents in the 
election of Cleveland and used all their influ- 
ence with the labor unions to secure the ap- 
plication of his free trade policy. Debs was 
particularly’ conspicuous. He was one of 
Senator Voorhees’ lieutenants in Indiana. 
He helped to carry that State for Cleveland 
and free trade. After he had contributed his 
influence to win the labor vote for low tariff 
and ultimate free trade, and as soon as the 
Democratic party began to take steps to ap- 
ply these low principles he commenced kick- 
ing against its effect on wages of union labor. 
As soon as business interests made ready to 
adapt themselves to the new low tariff condi- 
tions by cutting down expenses and reducing 
wages Debs began to make war upon them, 
singling out the Pullman company, which 
was adopting the new Democratic footing. 

Debs has talked about everything else under 
the sun. He has talked constantiy, even in 
his sleep, but in all thie torrent he has not had 
a word to say against the anti-protection Dem 
ocratic policy, which he supported, and which 
has brought about all the convulsions and con- 
flicts between labor and capital froin which 
the country is now suffering. Nor has one of 
Debs’ lieutenants said a word about it. They 
are threatening now to join the Populist party 
as against Cleveland, but not on account of 
the Cleveland-Wilson measure for cutting 
down of wages. They are angry against the 
President because he called the regulars to 
prevent Debs’ dupes from destroying proper- 
ty. paralyzing and ruining commerce, stop- 
ping the transmission of the people’s mails, 
and killing people. They have nothing against 
his anti-protection policy, which has knocked 
down wages, for they supported that policy 
and worked hard for it and have never recant- 
ed their course. 

What kind of mental obliquity is it that has 
seized upon this man Debs? How can he 
have the face to order strikes and boycotts 
against business corporations when they are 
doing the very thing he voted for and worked 
so hard to bring about? If he wants to re- 
move these troubles and get back the old Re- 
publican protection wages let Debs advocate 
knocking out the anti-protection policy which 
he supported and which is doing all the mis- 
chief.

If he con- 
tinues in his present blind, self-stultifymg 
course, however, and workingmen follow him 
as they did in 1892 their wages will go lower 
and lower until they finally touch bottom’ 
Panic will follow each subsequetit cut of pro- 
tection until absolute free trade is inaugu- 
rated, and then American workingmen will 


have to labor at the European scale of wages 
or near that low level. 


EARTHQUAKES AND LUNAR ACTION. 

From one to three distinct earthquake 
shocks were felt near 7 o'clock Wednesday 
morning at several points on the Mississippi 
from Alton to Memphis, and it is not im- 
probable that the seismic disturbance ex- 
tended beyond those limits. In view of the 
rather confident prelictions of earthquake 
calamity for the last half of this year, the 
said predictions being credited to Prof. Falb 
of Vienna, it may be of some interest to know 
the position of the moon at the time, since 
the relative position of the moon with respect 
to the earth perhaps is the leading factor in 
the vaticinations referred to, and certainly is 
regarded as an important one. 

The moon was full about fifteen hours pre- 
vious to the time when the earthquake shocks 
were felt. That is the position in which she 
is nearest to the earth, if the ellipticity of her 
orbit be not taken into the account. But the 
moon had been at the apogeal point of her 
orbit only seven and one-half hours previous 
to the time of full, and at the time of the 
earthquakes her distance from us (in miles) 
much exceeded the average. . (The near coin- 
cidence of apogee with full occurs once in a 
little less than nine years.) The theory is 
that when the moon is nearest to the earth 
at the time of new or full, then pulling 
along the line of solar attraction, there 
must be a bigger strain on the earth’s 
crust than the normal, this corresponding 
with the observed maximum height of the 
ocean tides under that condition. Hence the 
argument is that the crust tnen is most likely 
to yield in those places where it is most sus- 
ceptible to fracture, there is a settlmg of 
strata unequally along the line of weakest re- 
sistance, and the earthquake shock is the re- 
sult. Evidently the theory does not account 


for the disturbances reported to have occurred 


along the Mississippi last Wednesday, nor for 
the other shock stated to have been felt in 
Utah a few hours later. The disturbing force 
of the moon was less than the average, in- 
stead of being much greater, so that the oc- 
eurrence of the shock near the time of full 
moon was only a coincidence, 

Perhaps this statement of the case will 
cause some to be less apprehensive in regard 
to the calamities said to have been predicted 
by the authority named. The moon will be 
at her least distance from the earth about 
midnight of the 28th of this month, and new 
the first day of August. The most “ critical 
days, however, are stated to be Aug. 30 and 
Sept. 29, on which days the moon will ap- 
proach most closely to the earth. The one of 
six weeks hence is stated to bring with it the 
greatest danger in the shape of serious dis- 
turbance of the earth’s crust. If the 
prophecy were true this would be no laugh- 
ing matter. since it is claimed to be probable 
that it will include the disappearance of New 
York City under a tidal wave, and not impos- 
sible that Florida and California will become 
islands. as the result of a submarine earth- 
quake. 

This chapter of predicted horrors would not 
be complete without the statement that, ac- 
cording to the same distinguished authority, 
Nov. 18, 1899, will bring us into collision 
with the comet of 1866, involving us in fire 
works and darkness, and that there is no 
scientific warrant for such a prediction. No 
doubt the comet will reappear then, but no 
astronomical computer can tell to within sev- 
eral hundred thousand miles what will be its 
least distance from the earth. As the uncer- 
tainty on this point makes all the difference 
in the world ’’ (and to the world), the portent 
may be dismissed as not well grounded, though 
it would be idle to deny that such a colli- 
sion may occur, and with the most serious 
consequences. Yet it may be stated that such 
collision with the nucleus of the comet is 
widely improbable, and that there is no strong 
reason to apprehend great damage to our 
earth or its inhabitants from a passage 
through the tail of the comet. As proof that 
one prediction is not warranted by our knowl- 
edge of the fact carries with it doubt in re- 
gard to the rest, the good people of New York 
may count on being able to keep on envying 
the growth of Chicago not only after the com- 
ing 30th of August but subsequent to Nov. 18, 
1899, though the prophecy of destruction for 
the later date is supported by certain fanciful 
deductions made by ex-Lieut. Totten.

BUCHAREST, July 23.—A former employé of the 
Servian Consulate of Sofia, of the name of 
Arnaut, has been arrested on the charge of hav- 
ing murdered Bulgarian Minister Beltchaff a 
yearago. The arrest was made near Tuliea. 
Arnaut confessed the crime. 


New Cases of Cholera in Adrianople. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, July 23.—Four fresh cases 
of cholera are reported from Adrianople. The 
government has declared five days’ quarantine 
against all European arrivals. 


Lives Lost in Ficeds, 
Bompay, July 23.—Storms and floods in West- 
ern India have caused much damage to the 
crops. Many lives have been lost. 


AMMONIA REFRIGERATED CARGO. 


The First One of the Kind Ever Carried 
from Australia to England. 

The steamship Perthshire, which recently 
arrived in London, has brought from Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand the largest cargo of 
refrigerated goods ever imported. The cargo 
consists of 70,000 carcasses of sheep, 9,000 
haunches, 9,000 legs, about 550 tons of 
frozen beef, 750 case: pf butter, 150 bags of 
bullocks’ hearts, 150 bags of oxtails and 
kidneys, and seven cases of oysters. The 
holds have sufficient capacity to have ac- 
commodated 12,000 more carcasses of sheep. 
The snipment is an interesting one, says the 
London Engineer, as it is the first time that 
meat has been brought to this country from 
Australia or New Zealand by means of an am- 
monia machine, and the exceflent quality of 
the foods. as certified by the consignees, is 
sufficient evidence of the success of the Lynde 
machines by which. the holds were cooled. 
Until recently only cold-air machines were 
used in this trade. The ammonia machines 
occupy far less space and apply the cold air in 
a much more efficient manner, besides great- 
ly reducing the consumption of steam. 

The plant on the Pertnshire consists of two 
independent refrigerating machines; each 
machine consists of a compound ammonia 
com presser and an ammonia condenser com- 
bined on one bed-plate with a compound 
steam engine. The refrigerators consist of a 
series of coils of wrought iron tube wound in 
Jong lengths witheut joint from end to end. 
There are upward of eight miles of wrought 
iron tubing in the installation. The air is 
sirculated by means of fans, which draw the 
warmer air from the hold, pass it over the re- 
‘rigerater coils, and return it to the hold 

rough suitable trunks. It is claimed for 
— that the air is delivered into the 
hoids pure. dry, and free from snow or moist- 
ue, There are no pipes in the hold what- 
ever. The active circulation of air thus in- 
sured enables the temperature to be kept ex- 
tremely even: the variation between different

New York, July 23.—President Ives of the 
Northern Pacific railroad company has issued 
a circular letter to holders of the second, 
third, and consolidated mortgage 
bonds of the company in which 
he calls attention to the letter issued 
by the Board of Directors March 1 
advising a general deposit of securities with 
the Adams-Fitzgerald reorganization commit- 
tee and remarks that subsequent de- 
velopments justify the criticisms made 
thereon. He calls attention to the pres- 
ent impracticability of the  prepara- 
tion of a satisfactory plan of re- 
organization, seeing that there is no fit basis 
of reports of earnings on which to rest a 
scheme. While the Adams committee has 
since enlarged the scope of its efforts, it does 
notappeur to have met with success and is 
vigorously opposed by a strong com- 
mittee of second mortgage bond- 
holders. Nor have they secured 
the coéperation of the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific committee nor of the 
committee of any branch or leased lines 
which aitogether represent $57,463,000 of 
bonds. He claims while the Adams-Fitz- 
gerald company denies it represents Mr. V11- 
lard, itdoes not and cannot deny that its com- 
mittee was formed by men who have 
been for a tong time on intimate 
relations with Villard. He states there are 
listed on the Stock Exchange $177.519,000 
bonds and $84,504,131 of stock of the 
Northern Pacific, all of which must necessari- 
ly be more or less affected by any reorgani- 
zation scheme, and of this amount the 
Adams-Fitzgeraid committee has received 
deposits of but $11,594,000.

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UNABLE TO RESUME OPERATIONS. 


Manager Hughitt Declares That His Em- 
ployes Were Intimidated and That He 
Will Fill Their Places if They Do Not 
Care to Come Back=—New Policemen 
with No Sympathy for the Strikers Sent 
to Keep Order at Pullmat—* Persuad- 
ers” Keep Assiduously Employed. 

Small success attended the attempt. of the 

Allen Paper Car Wheel company to resume 

operations at Pullman yesterday. Only three 

men reported for duty and they did uot go to 


work. There was nothing for such a limited 


force to do. 

This concern employs fifty-five mechanics, 
and the manager of it, Mr. Hughitt, said he 
fully expected to see the most of them com- 
ing back on first call. When they did not 
come he felt disappointed and expressed him- 
self as thoroughly convinced the men had been 
intimidated by threats of violence. In fact, 
to further convince himself on this point, 
Mr. Hughitt got into his buggy, drove around, 
hunted up and talked with twenty-five or 
thirty of the old employés. He subsequently 
made the statement that every one of them 
had said they were perfectly willing and want- 
ed togo to work, but were afraid. They also 
informed him that delegates from strike 
headquarters had been to see them the night 
before and warned them under penalty of be- 
ing branded as sc and treated accordingly 
not to go back to work. Mr. Hughitt laid 
down the law to them to the effect that the 
company intends to operate the plant and 
will fill their places with new men if they 
persist in holding off. He said: 

„Our employés have no grievance against 
us. They were well satisfied both with 
the wages we paid them and the 
treatment they received. As we depend 
upon the Puliman’company for our motive 
power, when the car-shops shut down we were 
compelled to close. Now the Pullman com- 
pany is ready to furnish power and. we are 
ready to run. I said to the old men that 
we preferred to have them back and 
would give them every chance in 
the world to come back, but that 
they must come right away or we certainly 
would fill their places. I think I can safely 
say a good many of them will be on hand to- 
morrow morning.

Therefore, as a result of the com- 
plaints made against him by strike leaders, 
he asked for and got a change. Twenty-six 
of the Kensington detail were transferred 
yesterday morning to Woodlawn and Hyde 
Park Stations, and fitty new men, who have no 
friends down there and don’t want to make 
any. took their places. The strikers did not 
like this move, and when they found what had 
been done a howl was raised among them.

To Guard the Laundry Girls. 


A detachment of fifteen wassent immedi- 
ately over to Roseland with instructions to 
guard the laundry girls and Holland laborers 
from their homes tothe laundry and shop. 
Nine of the seventeen giris escorted back and 
forth last Friday and Saturday returned and 
but twenty-three of the men went to work. 
No crowds of strikers and rioters 
were in evidence for the reason that 
the police prevented them getting together. 
Every time any of the more defiant strikers 
made an effort to invade the lines they were 
driven back. The laundry operated with 
eighteen giris and six men. All of the girls 
except the nine Holland maidens and one or two 
who live at Kensington are new employés from 
the vicinity of Grand Crossing. Besides the 
police showing two companies of. the First 
Regiment were held in readiness to respond 
instantly to any call made upon thern. 

At 7 o’clock the machinery of the car wheel 
concern started, One foreman and two me- 
chanies put in an appearance. Everybody 
waited expectantly and watched anxiously to 
see others making their way towards the es- 
tablishment. But they waited in vain. Most 
of the guests were up and out on the veranda. 
When it became apparent that the anticipated 
break was not going to develop everybody 
seemed disgusted and all sorts of explanations 
as to the causes for the fizzle were offered. 


Advises Opening All Departments. 


One of the Pullman company’s friendly em- 
ployés said the policy of opening one depart- 
ment at atime was objectionable to those who 
want to go to work, as it gives the kickers a 
chance to single out the men of thé depart- 
ment and accuse them of being the first to 
weaken and go back. Every striker would, he 
claimed, take advantage of such an excuse 
and forever afterward hold the first movers 
responsible for the failure of the strike. If,” 
he continued, “the company will throw its 
entire plant open I am satisfied a large num- 
ber of the employés will return ina few 
days. 

The shop officials were greatly discouraged 
and Chaplain Thomas, who rejoined the First 
Regiment last evening, said he considered the 
condition of things much worse than they were 
11 week ago. he intimidators were out 
again yesterday and last night in every 
direction, It was announced the rolling-mil! 
would start Wednesday morning and this gave 
them extra work todo. Last night the union 
at Kensington appointed committees to watch 
and get the names of the men who apply for 
or start to work, then make it a point to 
pertzuade them to desist. 

In a patch of brush half-way to the 
northend of Pullman lives an old Hoiland 
laborer of the name of Vanderside. His wife 
is in the hospitai sick and he has a family of 
children to support and the labor he performs 
is such that the strike did not affect it. Con- 
sequently he bas continued at work all 
the time.

MORE TROOPS FUR STOCK-YARDS. 


Mrj. McFadden Asks Reinforcements to 
His Command, 

Maj. McFadden of the Sixth Regiment, I. 
N, G.. commanding the troops and infantty 
now doing guard duty in the Stock-Yards, has 
made a request to his commanding officer, 
Col. D. J. Forter, asking that more companies 
from the Sixth Regimént be sent to the Stock- 
Lards at once. Maj. McFadden and Lieut, 
Haley have decided that an increase of guards 
is necessary. The men are rushed all over 
the Yards and are doing the work of twice 
their number. 

No one attempts to move a wheel without 
the protection afforded by soldiers with 
loaded guns, either along the track or on the 
trains. 
at work and this makes extra werk for the 
soldiers. The soldiers now on duty are much 
overworked, Some ofthe men are breaking 
down under the strain and a number ,have 
been sent home, 

The Stock-Yards switch engineers will not 
work without military protection. At least 
one soldier rides on each engine all day. Ina 
addition to this the Fortieth street tracks are 
patrolled from morning till night from Ash- 
land avenue to the Fort Wayne tracks. This 
is all done by Companies D and B of the 
Sixth and Troop A. 

Last night the men worked overtime three 
hours on account of a belated train which the 
trainmen would not move without the protec. 
tion of the militia. Lieut. Healy says the boys 
have not complained or made a kick of 
any sort, notwithstanding that their duty has 
been as hard as any in the field. He thinks 
they should have assistance and, if possible, 
be given shorter hours op duty. 

Maj. McFadden said: As there is no im- 
mediute chance of the troops being withdrawn 
a regular camp has been aes at the 
yards, and it was christened Camp Dexter to- 
In the future régular camp rules will be 
observed and strict discipline kept. Taps will 
sound at 10 p. m. and reviile at 5 a. m. My 
men do not complain of the long hours of 
duty, but the officers have decided it is too 
hard for them and an increase of the com- 
mand has been advised. 

Officials in the yards are pleased with the 
prospect of additional troops. being sent and 
the night force of switchmen and engineers 
may be put to work. This would greatly re- 
live the congested condition of the yards. 
Capt. O' Neil said yesterday if the militia were 
removed he would ask for a large increase of 
the police force. 

A switch engine and crew were stoned at 
Emerald avenue and Thirty-ninth street early 
in the morning. No one was hurt. There are 
nineteen »olicemen along that track in a dis- 
tance of less than five blocks. Noone was 
arrested. Other disturbances were confined 
to saloon fights. 

The situation is little changed as regards 
the butchers’ strike. The strikers claim they 
will win, while the packers say they have all 
the skilled help they can use. A dozen butch- 
ers arrived from Kansas City and went to 
work for Swift & Co. Many laborers apply 
for work every morning at the packing- 
houses. Armour & Co. turned away alinost

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COOK COUNTY NOT TO SUFFER ALONE, 


National Government Finds Its Ex- 
penses Greatly Increased. 

Wasuinetror, D. C., July 23.—While resi- 
dents of Cook County, III., will without doubt 
suffer an enormous loss as a resvit of the dis- 
order and lawlessness attending the great 
strike, the taxpayers of the United States at 
large will also have a considerable bill to foot 
to meet theexpenses incurred by the National 
Government. At present it is not possible 
for the accounting officers to reach even an 
approximate estimate of the total. July 14 
the Attorney-General sent to Congress a coin- 
munication asking for a defficiency appropri- 
ation of $250,000 to defray the expenses of 
retainmg United States Marshals and depu- 
ties for service durmg the Coxey movements 
and the strike. Now he is satisfied that all of 
this money and more, perhaps, will be re- 
quired to meet expenses. A large number of 
deputies were employed, and in many in- 
stances it was necessary to feed and shelter 
them at the government’s expense. Arms 
and ammunition were purchased, carriages 
and horses were hired, and railway fares were 
paid. The War Department also has been 
put to great expense. In cases where troops 
were hauled half way across the continent 
railroad bills will be heavy. 

Prrrssure, Pa., July 23.—[Special. |— 
General Superintendent Charles Watts of the 
Pennsylvania company was at his office to- 
day, after an absence of thirty-one days direct- 
ing the work of fighting that company’s end 
of the A. R. U. strike. He said:

Will Take the Place of the Knights of 
Labor = The Manifesto Says There Are 
Too Many Labor Leaders - Only One 
Organization Needed=Organizers Will 

. Be Put in the Field aud the Upien Ex- 

tended Throughout the Country—Debs 
Is Behind It. ' 

A new labor union has been launched forth 
on the troubled seas of the labor world, 
which, its leaders say, will gather under one 
banner the whole army of the toiling masses. 
W. C. Walsh presided yesterday at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors of 
the new American Labor Union. 
It was held. in an ante-room of 
Corcoran’s Hall, Forty-seventh street 
and Princeton avenue, and was 
secret, directors only being present. The 
board adopted a declaration of principles, and 
decided by a majority of one to admit militia- 
menas members of the new organization, 
which the directors claim will take the place 


of the Knights of Labor. The declaration is 


as follows: 

In launching forth on the troubled seas of the 
labor world the A. L. U. we have taken into con- 
sideration many obstacles that will be thrown 
across our 11 of progress: 

First will be the assailing of the characters of 
the prime movers in this cause by the so-called 
labor leaders of today, eaused by the fear of our 
disrupting older organizations and their leaders’ 
pull with pojiticians, corporetions, and shysters 
of every description. 

Second will be the arduous task of convincing 

@ masses that it is necessary to their welfare 
that the so-called labor leaders are too 
numerous and are thriving on the 
hard earned, wages of the toiling masses, 
and that the time has arrived when only one or- 
ganization of labor is sufficient to successfully 
give labor’s voice a hearing in all things pertain- 
ing to its welfare. ihe American Labor 
Union believes in organization the 
principle of every member bei a leader and 
every member participating in the settlement of 
the wage-workers’ problems. It believes the 200 
or more labor leaders are a source of widespread 
dissatisfaction among organized workmen. The 
A. L. U. offers a remedy for these evils by com- 
ing into the labor world with one universal 
brotherhood of workmen. 

One general head shorn of all power to precipi- 
tate the order into any conflict or strike, the 
grievance of any one member will the 
concern of the whole organization. Strikes 
in the past have given us a lesson 
not easily forgotten. Trades and classes have 
frequently been ——— rporations single- 
hauded to be overwhelmingly defeated in nearly 
every instance. The A. L. U. protects its mem- 
bers to its full strength, sacriticing every member 
to meet combined capital with combined. labor 
under oné grand brotherhood of man. Its motto 
is: The cause of one is the cause of all.

The 
original ordinance required a bond in the 
sum of 810,000 to protect the public and all 
private interests; the grant was made subject to 
all ordinances then in ‘force or which might here- 
after be passed upon the subject of railroads, and 
the company was bound under the direction of 
the Department of Public Works to keep paved 
and in repair so much of its tracks as were with- 
in any street or alley. The present ordinance 
contains no such provisions. For over five years 
this company has been exercising privileges with- 
out any authority whatever, and it is proposed 
now by the ordinance under consideration, with- 
out any compensation whatever and without any 
of the usual safeguards for the protection of pub- 
lie or private rights, to grant valuable privileges 
to this company to be exercised for another vo- 
riod of ten years.

PENNSYLVANIA STRIKE FAILURES. 


Strikes Were Declared and Market Condi- 


tions Inquired Into Later. 

Philadelphia Times: The strikers at the 
National tube works at McKeesport, after 
losing two months’ wages, have formally de- 
clared the strike off and this morning as 
many of the 4,000 employés as can be put to 
work will return at the old rates. This strike, 
which was inaugurated on May 14, was un- 
expected and certainiy very unwise. The 
men had accepted a 10 per cent reduction in 
wages four months before, and the lap- 
welders were earning from $5 to $7 a day, 
butt-welders from $4 to 86, and laborers 
$1.40 a day. Without a word of warning 
the men struck for a 20 per cent advance 
and drove out all old and new employés who 
were willing to work. No worse’ time could 
have been selected for a strike for higher 
wages. The oil and gas interests are the chief 
customers for the tubing manufactured by the 
National tube works, Very little new de- 
velopment is going on in either industry. 

hese facts could have been easily learned by 
the men before striking and should have been 
inquired into if they had been under tne 
guidance of judicious leaders. They struck 
first and learned the truth about the market 
for tubing afterwards. 

The soft coal strike in this State has also 
passed into reminiscence and the great 
lockout of 163,000 miners is now part of 
the long history of strike failures; but the 
parties to it are after the agitators who led 
them into a loss of $6,000,000 in wages, and 
want an explanation. If thorough inquiry 
into actual conditions were made before 
strikes take place explanation would rarely 
be required, As in thé case of Debs, on 
$3,000 salary and Sovereign on $5,000 a 
year, the leaders of the miners were paid 
large sums to work the mischief from 
which the victims now find it is so hard to 
recover. 

A commission in the Punxsutawney region 
arrives at the fact that they were deceived and 
misled, and that it has cost every miner an 
average of $100, with the loss of the job in 
many cases, to learn how thef have been 
trifled with and duped. The agitators and 
demagogues will steer clear of that section for 
the next score years after such a report.

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CHICAGOANS WHO WERE IN JAPAN 


A BABTHQUAKE . 


While at Yokohama During the Recent 


Seismic Disturbance C. V. Gunther and 
Wife and D. I Streeter Had the Expe- 


Hotel When the Shaking-Up Oceurred 
and in a Graphic Manner They De- 
scribe Their Feelings at the Time. 

Mr. and Mrs: C. F. Gunther and D. L. 
Streeter returned to Chicago Sunday, after a 
pleasure trip through Japan. The most ex- 
citing, if not the most novel, etperience of 
the journey occurred in Yokohama Wednes- 
das, June 20. It was the day of the great 
earthquake, which shook all Japan and de- 
stroyed lives and property. The three Chi- 
cagoans were guests at the Grand Hotel, 
awaiting the sailing of their steamer on the 
homeward trip, when the catastrophe oc- 
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curted, The men give to their friends graphie 


agcoun ts of the event. Mr. Streeter had this 
to say yesterday: 

“The two-story hotel where we were stop- 
ping was constructed the main part of brick 
and the additions and wings of framework. It 


was just past 2 o’clock in the afternoon of a 


day as mild and delightful as yesterday. I 
was enjoying a siesta in a large steamer chair 
on the upper veranda when I was suddenly 


startled into. consciousness. As I opened my 


eyes the veranda and hall floors were wavy 
with an undulating motion, and my first im- 
pression was that I was in my storé, and that 
the boys were shaking the dust out of the car- 
pets, as they frequently do. Instantly there 
was a second shock, and I at. once compre- 
hended what the trouble was, There was a 
breaking of glass, a whirring of shingles, and 
a creaking of roof timbers, and I expected the 
hotel to be leveled to the ground, My first 
thought was to get outside as soon as agent 
and I made a rush for the stairway. in  pass- 
ing down the long hallway my eyes instantly 
photographed on my memory a picture 
of a cloud of dust from falling plastering. 
and pictures swaying and clashing together 
on the walls. When I reached the stairway it 
was rising and failing in such waves that il di 
not attempt to strike any of the individual 
stairs, but made a desperate effort to jump 
from one landing to another. Just ahead of 
me I saw Mrs. Gunther tfying to grasp, the 
balustrade for support, but it so that 
it eluded her. When I reached the porch I 
saw the tiling sliding from the roof of the op- 
posite wing of the hotel. I made one desper- 
ate jump from the porch and ran threw 
my arms about a tree, expecting eVYery mo- 
ment thé earth would open under my feet. It 
was all over in exactly four minutes and thirty 
seconds, but to me it seemed like an age. 
“As soon as the quaking had ceased I heard 
the noise of people in the streets. Men, 
women, and chiidren, all but naked, as they 
came by the thousands from the tea-drying 
houses or ‘godowns,’ where they were at 
work, rushed frantically here and there until 
they were so massed that they could not move. 
They uttered that peculiarly’ plaintive moan 
that unconsciously escapes from wild or do- 
mestic animals when they are hunted to the 
death or terrorized. As they passed along 
the street tiling would fall from the roofs 
and cut great gashes in their arine, shoulders, 
or legs. There wasa reign of terror for half 
an hour before the natives were calm enough 
to dare to reénter any of the buildings.“ 

Mr. Gunther had had previous slight ex- 
periences with earthquakes, and the story he 
told of the event differs but slightly from 
that told by Mr. Streeter. Mr. and Mrs. 
Gunther were in their room in the second 
story when the first disturbance was felt. Mr. 
Gunther tells the story as follows: 

There was a sudden rumbling and crack- 
ling noise, and my first thought was that the 
boiler in the wing of the hotel had expioded. 
I rushed to the door to look and found the 
whole house rocking from north to south. 
Then I knewit was an earthquake and I called 
to my wife to follow me. I grabbed a pillar, 
knowing it was well supported from below. It 
had occurred to me that the wall@of the house 
would fall inward, and as I was clinging. to 
the pillar at the outermost corner I felt com- 
3 safe. I passed Mr. Streeter in the 

llway, but we did not stop for greetings. 
Until all was over I had not noticed that my 
wife, whom I saw following me, had turned 
for the stairway instead of following 
me out upon the porch. When I did see her 
again she was el to a tree not far away 
from Mr. Streeter. landlord, a Mr. Ep- 
pinger, was as badly scared as any of his 

ests. I found him standing under the 

ramework of a door giving his y a per- 

fect physical earthquake of fear. Some one 
had told him, correctly, that the safest 
place, if one is in a building during ar. earth- 
quake, is between the two sides of a doorway 
and under its protecting lintel. 

T realized sooner than any one else when 
all the danger was over, and leaving my post 
I sauntered leisurely down-stairs and called 
upon the frightened tree supporters tocome 
into the house. I told them everything was 
lovely and pretended got to have been fright- 
ened at all. 5 

There were three distinct shocks, At first 
the earth swayed from north to south, then 
from east to west, and lastly there wasa 
direct rise and fall. The latter was the more 
severe. If the earth in its movements north 
and south and east and west had had the 
momentum and force of the perpendicular 
movement there would not have been a build- 
ing loft standing ip the City of Yokohama.”’

The creditors, so far? have shown 
a great deal of sympathy for the firm ana 
have acted in a friendly manner.“ 
largest creditor of the firm is the Thomson & 
Taylor Spies company, with which 
Mr. Blackall has done business for 
years. insolvent firm consists of 
Alfred H. and Edward 8. Blackall. 
They have conducted lately two stores, 
one at No. 105 Madison street and the other 
at No. 956 West Madison street. The senior 


member of the firm has been in business in 


Chicago for years, and is classed among its 
old settlers. Thirty years ago he had a tea 
store on the present site of the Ashland 
Block. The store was a center-of attraction, 
as it was fitted up in Chinese fashion. Since 
then the business has enlarged, until Mr. 
Biackall was regarded as the largest retail tea 
and coffee dealer in the city. Judge Scales 
entered an order allowing the assignee to .
